Trivia of the Year 


John I. Day, director of the service 
bureau of the Thoroughbred Racing Asso- 
ciations, has reviewed “some of the less 
earthquaking events of a record year for 
Thoroughbred racing” for the press. His 
report: 


It was a year in which an international 
agreement was reached among English- 
speaking nations on a uniform distance for 
1 mile. The international mile is now 
1.609.344 meters or 3.3792 millimeters 
shorter than mile Swaps ran at Hollywood 
Park when he set the world’s record at 
1:3315 in 1956... . The actual distance 
clipped from our mile was .13303937 of an 
inch. and Spencer J. Drayton. executive 
secretary of TRA, says none of the asso- 
ciation’s 49 member tracks plans to rebuild 
its course. 

The first of 1959°s promising crop of 
3-year-olds to fall by the wayside was not 
a victim of a popped splint. bruised sesa- 
moid, bowed tendon. or any of the other 
. .. bone and muscle ills a horse is heir 
to: Llangollen Farm’s Restless Wind was 
the victim of an insect bite at Hialeah. 

1959 was also the year in which some 
forgetful racing fan failed to cash a $2 
ticket worth $225.80 at Santa Anita Park, 
where on January 9 a horse named Silver 
Dust accounted for the second-highest 
pay-off in the track’s 25 vears. 


We'll call it the Big C. 


It was a year in which racing generally 
breathed a collective sigh of relief when 
a mass of electronics known as Univac 
failed to correctly predict the outcome of 
the Kentucky Derby won by Tomy Lee. 

It was a year in which many who thought 
all Thoroughbreds came from Kentucky 
were surprised to learn that of the 10,757 
registered foals of 1957, 2-year-olds of 759. 
only 3.061 or 28.5 per cent were foaled in 
the Blue Grass state and the 2-year-old 
champions. Warfare among the colts and 
My Dear Girl, were foaled in California 
and Florida respectively. 

An unhailed champion of a sort of 1959 
wes John Erdman. who at Garden State 
Park last October found a wallet contain- 
ing $1.510 in cash and winning tickets 
worth another $1,120 and promptly turned 
them in to the track’s security office. 

The passing year also found the TRPB 
completely stymied for the first time in 
its 13-year history by the mysterious dis- 
appearance of a bunch of bananas from a 
potted plant in the new Aqueduct club 
house. 

The man who processes photo finishes 
at Centennial Park in Colorado will not 
soon forget 1959. As the images developed 
one day last summer he found a mounted 
buffalo winning by a nose over a mule and 
an Appaloosa horse. It proved to be a 
match race arranged by public relations 
director Jack Smith.

Retail sales established a new record in 
1959, because there were more customers. 

Pari-mutuel wagering on Thoroughbred 
horse racing established a new record in 
1959. because there was more racing. 

The United Press this week released its 
annual report summarizing attendance and 
mutuel turnover in connection with Thor- 
oughbred racing in 24 states last year. 
The UP report differs in some details from 
the annual report furnished by the head- 
quarters office of the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners, partly be- 
cause it includes a few small meetings. 
usually associated with fairs. which are 
excluded from NASRC data. Its state and 
national totals, however are compiled on 
a similar basis each year. and the com- 
parisons are valid. 

Totals given by the UP are for number 
of days of racing, mutuel turnover, and 
attendance. These figures. along with 
others we have extrapolated from them. 
are summarized below:

The number of races run was not ac- 
counted for, but it must have increased 
by nearly a tenth. The number of days 
was 7.4 per cent higher than in 1958. 
Total betting was 5.1 per cent greater 
than in 1958. and attendance was 1.7 per 
cent greater. But daily average betting was 
2.0 per cent lower. and daily average 
attendance was 5.2 per cent lower. The 
average race-goer wagered 3.3. per cent 
more per day. ; 

New York had 215 days of 9-race pro- 
grams in 1959, as compared with 212 days 
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of 8-race programs in 1958. Total atten- 
dance rose from 4,736,309 to 5,027,212; 
wagering. from $415,684.906 to $479,020.- 
580: average attendance, from 22,341 to 
23.382: average betting, per day, from 
$1.960.778 to $2.228.003; average betting. 
per race, from $245,097 to 247,556; average 
betting. per capita per day. from $87.77 
to $95.29. 

Appraisal of the trend in New York 
was complicated, not only by the intro- 
duction of 9-race programs, but also by 
the inaugural meeting of the commodious 
new Aqueduct course, which opened in 
September. Aqueduct ran 66 days, drew 
attendance of 1.848.314 (average. 28.005) 
and a mutuel turnover of $178.095.629 
(average. $2.698.419). The average betting 
per race was $299,824. 

With Aqueduct excluded from the totals. 
daily average attendance was 21.335, or 
4.5 per cent less than in 1958. and daily 
average betting was $2.019.631. as com- 
pared with $1.960.778 in the previous year. 
A gain of 3.0 per cent in wagering was 
achieved through an increase of about 
12.5 per cent in the number of races. 

In Maryland. where 9-race programs 
were instituted in 1959, attendance and 
wagering were lower than in 1958, despite 
a larger number of racing days. The 1958 
totals were 181 days. 1.798.377 attendance. 
$138.682.097 turnover; for 187 days in 
1959. attendance was 1.636.415. turnover. 
$138.374.360. Average attendancé  de- 
clined from 9.936 to 8.751, and average 
wagering. despite the extra race. declined 
from $766.199 to $739.970. 

In New Jersey. where the number of 
days and number of races per day were 
left unchanged. attendance was. slightly 
less than in 1958. but the mutuel turnover 
was higher. $268.808.498 as against 
$262.713.683 in the previous year. 

No complete diagnosis of the state of 


racing is to be made from attendance and 
betting totals alone, of course, but they 
are the key figures: they provide the most 
important symptoms. 

They tell us clearly that we needed a 
new Aqueduct. They leave a question as 
to whether we needed 9 races a day. 
They leave a question as to the wisdom 
of adding more days to the racing calen- 
dar. They raise a question as to what 
measures should be taken, aside from 
physical improvements in racing plants, 
to draw larger numbers of customers per 
day of racing. instead of asking more and 
more from fewer and fewer. 

In recent years racing has been losing 
customers, and attendance for other forms 
of entertainment has been increasing. The 
race tracks have maintained a_ specious 
kind of prosperity by presenting more 
opportunities for wagering, thus making 
the sport even more expensive to those 
who remain loyal to it. If the trend is 
irreversible. the health of racing is’ in 
serious danger. 

The most malignant factor at work is a 
take-off so high that it provides auto- 
matic discouragement for the horse-player. 
We have sought to make the sport attrac- 
tive to an intelligent. solvent clientele. but 
people who are intelligent and solvent do 
not continue indefinitely to pay a fee of 
30 cents for the privilege of making a 
$2 investment. 

A second factor badly in need of cor- 
rection is the dullness of the ordinary 
racing program. Following the course of 
least resistance. management has neglect- 
ed distance racing —the most important 
aspect of the drama which sustains an in- 
terest in the show. Without the suspense 
that attaches to competition at increasing 
distances. we are operating a merry-go- 
round instead of a theater.

The Week's Racing 


FLORIDA 
The Sharpshooter 


Miami. Phil Johnson. a sharp young 
trainer from Chicago. moved into Tropical 
Park this winter with dead aim on the 
track’s 2 Endurance Series —the “Sun- 
shine.” for horses which had started for 
$2.500 or less since July 15. and the 
“Florida”, for horses which had started 
for $4.500 or less. Johnson’s aim was al- 
most perfect. 

His Twelve Bells stepped out and won 
3 of the first 4 races in the Sunshine. was 
hopelessly pocketed the time he lost. 
Black Mask knocked off 2 of the first 3 
in the Florida series and was beaten a 
head in the other. after moving prema- 
turely. 

On the morning of Black Mask’s fourth 
test, December 30, Johnson had com- 
pleted his chores at Tropical’s Barn 1] 
and relaxed in his tack room. 

“The horse (Black Mask) is coming 
up to the race just fine.” he said. “The 
thing that worries me is the weight. He 
was life and death to beat Mr. Host a 
length in the last one, going a mile and 
an eighth. Black Mask carried 119. Mr. 
Host 120. Today we get 124. the other 
one gets 119. That’s a 6-pound switch 
for one length. 

“['m not complaining. but that’s a big 
spread for one length. I think Lavin 
(Allan Lavin. Tropical racing secretary ) 
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is as good as there is. His races fill. You 
can point for a race down here this winter 
and be almost sure it will go.” 

After 32 days of the 43-day meeting. 
Johnson was leading trainer with the re- 
markable record of 9 victories in only 23 
starts. Twelve Bells had won 3. Black 
Mask 3. Settum Up Joe 2 and Irish 
Spark 1. 

“IT claimed Twelve Bells for $3.750 last 
November just for the Endurance series.” 
Johnson said. “I figured if he didn’t make 
it | could always run him for what I 
claimed him for. 

“Black Mask I claimed for no particu- 
lat reason except I’ve always wanted him. 
Until last summer it was always a friend 
of mine who had him. Then at Hawthorne 
somebody I didn’t know put him in for 
$3.500. and I grabbed him. Always re- 
spected the horse. He’s a half-brother to 
Speed Rouser. a big strong horse. Twelve 
Bells is a lean horse: Pm not sure how 
much weight he can stand. 

“When this series is over we'll find out 
what niche Black Mask will find. He’s on 
the improve right now. 

“Twelve Bells was running at places 
like Centennial and Ruidoso for $3,000. 
They've got $800 claimers there. 
sv I figure this horse is 3 or 4 notches 
over the average. He's by a horse (Can't 
Wait) who ran second in the Derby. and 
his dam is by a horse (Brokers Tip) who 
won it.” 

“Black Mask has been awfully good to 
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us. He’s won 5 times since we got him 
and got beat in photos the other 3 times. 
You have to time his move just right: he 
won't pass a horse in the drive.” 


Johnson moved out of the tack room 
and walked over to the stall of Pierpon- 
tella, the speedy filly which Phil regard 
as the best horse he has trained. 


“She ran three-quarters in 1:10 twice 
in 8 days at Chicago last fall, then we 
stopped on her. In the Princess Pat at 
Arlington she had 3 lengths at the eighth- 
pole but Heavenly Body ran her down in 
1:0945. She didn’t have any excuses. ex- 
cept that 1:09 and 4.” 


Pierpontella (Royal Coinage—Fiction. 
by Devil Diver) came right back to win 
the Durazna Stakes at Hawthorne. 

“She’s in light training, doing real 
well,” Johnson said. “I plan to run her 
at Hialeah late in the meeting and then 
ship her to Keeneland for the Ashland. 
Then. maybe. the Kentucky Oaks. We're 
not sure she can go a distance. and we're 
in no hurry to find out.” 

Johnson moved down to Settum Up Joe. 
a high-priced claimer which had won 2 
in succession at Tropical and had been 
nominated for the New Year’s Handicap. 

“Bet you haven't seen a_ horse that 
size in a long time. A monster. Stands 
17:1. Probably the biggest horse in train- 
ing. biggest successful horse, anyway. 

“No, [ won't run him in the New 
Year's. My horse run his heart 
out. with no chance to win — nobody's 
got a chance against Roman Colonel. I'm 
not going to break my horse down chas- 
ing him.” 

Pierpontella belongs to Mrs. Dave 
Paper. who owns all horses in the stable 
except Twelve Bells and Black Mask. 
Johnson’s own property. 

“She’s a perfect owner.” Johnson said. 
“Never tells me when and when not to 
run her horses. That’s a tremendous help 
to any trainer. I’ve got another edge. 
with my help. lve had the same fellows 
with me for 7 years. And Frank Lantz is 
as good a foreman as there is.” 

Johnson feeds his horses 4 times a day. 
“Horses have very small stomachs: 4 feed- 
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ings give you a chance to get more into 
them. with less danger of colic.” 

John Rotz, leading rider at the meet- 
ing. has been handling Johnson’s runners 
here. 

“Rotz has done real well for me. He’s 
not a hustling rider, but he’s an uncanny 
judge of pace. He lets a horse settle into 
stride before he moves. He’s a calm. easy- 
going kid who doesn’t go to pieces when 
he gets beat on a short-priced horse. You 
ean talk to him.” 

Johnson does very little betting. 

think it interferes with your  busi- 
ness. All I want to do is get my horses 
ready to win. If one of them looks like 
an overlay, then VIL bet a little. I’m a 
very cowardly bettor.” 

Johnson was born and raised in Chi- 
cago. He was a riding instructor there. 
got into horse racing when he bought a 
Thoroughbred at auction for $75. He is 
35 years old. has been a licensed trainer 
for 16 years. He won his first race with 
the $75 horse, at Hawthorne in 1942. His 
father, a successful portrait photographer. 
bought a couple of horses and kept Phil 
in business until he was able to acquire 
a few clients. Johnson trained exclusively 
for Russell Reineman for 4 years, until 
June of 1959. He claimed *Chicle IL for 
$2.500 in 1956, won about $16.000 with 
him, and saw him set an American record 
for 15g miles on the turf. 

Black Mask didn’t win that afternoon. 
Rotz had him on the rail in fifth position 
turning for home in the mile-and-quarter 
race when Nile King lugged in badl¥ and 
slammed him into the rail 3 times. Mr. 
Host got home in front. Black Mask 
finished ninth.

MICHIGAN 
To the Defense 


Drerrorr. In the 7 years he has served 
Michigan as a hard-working racing com- 
missioner James H. Inglis has become 
involved in many hassles with the tracks. 
and some cutting remarks have been made 
about him. One of the unkindest was that 
maybe he just did not like horse racing. 

When Inglis acted, he frequently point- 
ed out that he was considering the people 
who did not like racing as well as those 
who did. And this, too. sometimes made 
him suspect. 

\s the new year began. however. Inglis 
rose to challenge one of the strongest 
threats to horse racing in Michigan in 
more than a decade. 

Bishop Marshall Reed. president of the 
Michigan Council of Churches, reacted 
with alarm as out-state groups sought li- 
censes for tracks near Grand Rapids. 
Saginaw, and Flint. Declaring war on 
peri-mutuel betting. the Methodist bishop 
said: “We pledge that the Protestant- 
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ead Heat? No Yes and No 


Miami. It will be a long time before 
Florida’s racing fans recover from the 
events that followed the running of the 
sixth race at Tropical Park on Wed- 
nesday. December 30. The order of 
finish wasn’t actually final until late 


the next afternoon. First it wasn’t a 
dead heat. then it was, and then it 
wasn't. 


Deemster. Teacher. and Whose Babu 
finished as a team in the 6-furlong 
allowance race. Placing judges Pat 
Farrell. Charles Triplett. and Linus 
Pierce made their decision on the basis 
of the wet print and declared Deem- 
ster the winner by a nose, with Teacher 
second, a nose in front of Whose Babu. 
The official sign went up. and Deem- 
ster paid $6 to win. 

Those in the crowd who on 
Teacher waited for the finish picture 
to be posted. They waited and waited. 
No picture. The rumbling started. The 
seventh and eighth races were run. and 
still no picture. 

The placing judges, upon receiving 
the dry print of the sixth race finish, 
were stunned to find that Teacher had 
dead-heated Deemster for the win. The 
original decision had been unanimous: 
so was the reversal. 

The judges called the stewards, the 
stewards called general manager Elmer 
Vickers. Vickers called president Saul 
Silberman. Silberman checked the 
rules of racing. found that the judges’ 
original decision—right or wrong— was 
official and irrevocable. He then called 
his attorney in Baltimore. 

Finally, Silberman decided to pay off 
a win mutuel ($5.30) on Teacher. 

The announcement was made shortly 
before the ninth race. The crowd. al- 
most as one, stooped over and knocked 
heads looking for discarded win tickets 
on Teacher. Those in the betting lines 
scattered wildly. headed for trash cans 
and eyeing the floor. 

The picture was not made available 
to anyone that night. and the day ended 
in utter confusion. 

The next morning John Ring. chair- 
man of the Florida State Racing Com- 
mission, came to Tropical Park and 
conducted a formal investigation. After 
interrogating the placing judges and 
Silberman and Vickers. Ring ruled that 
an honest mistake had been made. He 
then distributed pictures of the finish 


which showed Deemster and Teacher 
too close to separate. He added that in 
the future all finish phtotographs, right 
or wrong. would be posted in good or- 
der. 

What about those 
have thrown away their winning tick- 
ets? What about those who had cashed 
combination tickets and collected only 
for place and show? 


who claimed to 


Silberman decided that such claim- 
ants would be allowed to fill out forms, 
stating the amount wagered on Teacher 
to win. On January 10 these forms 
would be totaled up, and if the variance 
between the amount claimed and that 
actually bet was not too great, retribu- 
tion would be made. The totals should 
prove an interesting commentary on the 
inherent honesty of horse players. 

The track had paid a $6 mutuel on 
Deemster; in a dead heat he should 
have paid $3.50. A total of $20,709 had 
been bet on Deemster to win; $9,635 
had been bet on Teacher to win. If all 
claims filed were considered valid, the 
loss would be $25,532.75. 

The Daily Racing Form and Morning 
Telegraph chart of the sixth race listed 
it as a dead heat, with Deemster at $6 
to win and Teacher at $5.30. Book- 
makers were belted along with the 
track. 

As for the finish, Ring finally ruled 
that the original decision of the placing 
judges. by law, must stand. Deemster 
the winner, Teacher second. 

The ironic part of the affair was that 
Whose Babu probably would have won 
the race decisively if he hadn't 
“spooked.” The stretch-running colt 
had dead aim at the top pair when he 
straightened for the drive, then ap- 
peared to hang and come on again in 
the last 70 yards to finish fastest of 
all. 

“The rider (John Sellers) told me he 
was going to win by daylight when he 
made the turn,” said Bill Stephens, 
trainer of Whose Babu. “Then I guess 
it must have been the noise of the 
crowd that made him go off. stride. 
When he finally got to running again 
he'd have got it all in one more jump.” 

Everyone in Tropical’s hierarchy 
sincerely wishes Whose Babu, or some- 
body. had won the race by 10 lengths.

Inglis responded with a strong defense. 

“The Protestant churches of Michigan.”

“However, I think they should start 
from a factual base which recognizes that 
racing is an established spectator sport. 
that thousands of respectable. law-abiding 
citizens participate as racing fans. track 
employees and horse owners and_ that 
racing contributes over $7.000.000 each 
year to the state treasury. 

“If the Council of Churches were to 
advance some reasonable proposals for 
legislation limiting the amount of racing 
er providing for local-option elections on 
racing in out-state areas. I would be in- 
clined to agree with them. But I cannot 
agree with their all-or-nothing approach 
to the subject.” 

And a state administration hard-pressed 
for money was not likely to agree either.

pounds of him. give or take a few ounces. 
started the new year off at Santa Anita 
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Neil S. 


Park in a blaze of glory for his owners 
and breeders. Mr. and Mrs. L. G. Burns. 
of Conoga Park and Beverly Hills. 

Blocked from the half-mile-pole right 
down to the last 70 yards. the son of 
Count Speed. just turned 7. finally found 
racing room. He came out of the pack 
and drew away rapidly to post a length 
victory in the San Gabriel Handicap be- 
fore a New Year’s Day turnout of 37.000. 

The triumph ended a long dry spell at 
Arcadia for Eddie Schmidt. which had 
been close in a lot of stakes but had 
not won a race at Santa Anita in 4 years. 
It raised his earnings over $446,000. mov- 
ing him ahead of Moonrush into fourth 
place among the top money-winning Cali- 
fornia-breds of all time. 

Mrs. Ethel Jacobs’ Promised Land. 
which had defeated Eddie Schmidt by a 
length and a half in the recent Bay 
Meadows Handicap. was the favorite for 
the San Gabriel. What most of the play- 
ers did not know was that in the Bay 
Meadows Eddie Schmidt had been bumped 
badly and knocked into the rail. The 
Kburnses and Col. Frank Carr. Eddie’s 
trainer. felt he should have won the race. 
so it was no surprise to them when he 
turned the tables in the San Gabriel. 

The stakes. at a mile and a furlong 
over the grass, was anybody's race until 
the moment that Eddie Schmidt took com- 
mand with the wire only a few strides 
away. Sisters Prince beat Greek Star a 
neck. followed by Whodunit and Promised 
Land. The latter tried to get out most 
of the way. but despite racing wide was 
beaten less than 2 lengths. 


McCarthy’s *Ole Fols, one of the most formidable sprinters in the 


business, opened the new year with a defeat of Bagdad in the Malibu Stakes. 
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Eddie Schmidt now gets into the Santa 
Anita Handicap with 112 pounds, which 
is a nice comfortable load, and_ the 
Burnses believe they have a big chance 
to win the famous race. 

Bob and Lurline Burns. who owned 
and bred Yankee Valor. one of the very 
best California-breds of all time, origin- 
ally had a yearling by Stitch Again that 


they named Eddie Schmidt. in honor of 


a prominent Beverly Hills tailor who has 
since died. They sold the colt before he 
got to the races. so rather than disappoint 
their friend. they gave the name of Eddie 
Schmidt to a Count Speed colt in the 
same crop. 

The Burnses have named several horses 
after friends. but Eddie Schmidt has de- 
veloped into the best. He has won stakes 
on both coasts. and has been a consistent 
and durable horse. 

Margaretta’s Day 

The companion stakes on the New 
Year's Day fare was the Flores 
Handicap. which looked for all the world 
like a gift to C. V. Whitney’s once-mighty 
Silver Spoon. The 6-furlong dash resulted 
in the first defeat at Santa Anita for the 
daughter of Citation, which had made 
a clean sweep of 5 races here just a year 
ago. Silver Spoon turned in a dull race, 
never offering a threat and finishing out 
of the money. beaten almost 5 lengths in 
1:0935 by King Ranch’s Margaretta. 
Khalita was second, with Indian Maid 
third. 

“She had no real excuse,” jockey Eddie 
Arcaro said of Silver Spoon. “It was just 
a dull race. She was bothered a little 
leaving the gate, and while she was pick- 
ing them up a little at the end. it was 
not like she should have.” 

Margaretta came out of the gate flying. 
got to the top without a struggle, then 
just coasted along to an easy victory. At 
the wire the King Ranch filly. a winner of 
4 stakes as a 2-year-old. had a margin 
of 214 lengths. and was in no danger 
of losing it. 

It used to be that New Year’s Day was 
one of the best-attended events of the 
season at Santa Anita. The crowds used 
to number around 60.000. But television 
has changed that. among other things. 
One can sit at home now and watch the 
Tournament of Roses parade in the morn- 
ing. then tune in on the various bowl 
games across the country. Which beats 
fighting traffic — and deprives the viewer 
of some good sport. 

Neil McCarthy’s *Ole Fols, disap- 
pointment in the Palos Verdes Handicap 
on opening-day, came back a week later 
with one of his best races to win the 
Malibu Stakes. During 1959, *Ole Fols 
won stakes on both coasts, proving that 
he was one of the country’s very best 
sprinters, 

In the Malibu. he stumbled the second

Silver Spoon, racing at Santa Anita Park for 
the first time since her victory in’ the 1959 
Santa Anita Derby, was a -to-5 choice for the 
Las Flores Handicap. But she had spent most of 
the last 4 months at the C. V. Whitney farm at 
Lexington, recovering from an injury to her right 
hip, and her return to competition found her a 
cut below her best: form. The race was won by 
the King Ranch sprinter Margaretta, 72 to 10 in 
the mutuels. 

Margaretta broke in front and led all the way. 
increasing her margin to 2% lengths the 
stretch. Khalita, which had finished second to 
the King Ranch filly in a 6-furlong spin on De- 
cember 26, and Indian Maid, which had not com- 
peted since her success in Churchill Downs’ Falls 
City Handicap on November 2, had a_ spirited 
battle for second place, Khalita prevailing by a 
nose, 

Bred at the King Ranch property near Lexing- 
ton, Margaretta was among the best 2-year-old 
fillies of 1957, when she won the Debutante 
(Churchill, Downs), Pollyanna, Susan, and Miss 
Cleveland Stakes, and was second in’ the Miss 
Chicago and Princess Pat Stakes, third in’ the 
Mademoiselle Stakes. She was given 110) pounds 
in the Experimental Free Handicap. 

Margaretta was unraced at 3, but in 8 engage- 
ments in 1959 she was never unplaced. In_ her 


only stakes competition, she was second to Indian 
Maid in the Yo Tambien Handicap, at Hawthorne 
on October 7. 

Beau Max, which stands at King Ranch. Lex- 
ington, was represented in 1959 by the stakes 
winners Espanto, How Now, and Golden Notes.

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British-lrish Sire Indexes for 1959 


Leaders, Annual and Cumulative 


In 1959 there were 5.695 flat runners in 
Great Britain and Ireland and they earned 
a total of £1,659,75914 in first money. 
which is the traditional basis for reckon- 
ing earnings in those countries. The aver- 
age first money per starter was £291.44. 
The average per horse, like the total of 
first money, was the highest on record for 
British-Irish racing, which is still treated 
as a unit in year-end statistics, despite the 
fact that Great Britain and Ireland are 
separate political entities. 

The totals were obtained by summing 
data compiled in the office of Franklin E. 
Birch, the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association for publication in 
the Statistical Abstract and later in the 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Review. Earnings in- 
dexes for the various sires, calculated in 
the office of The Blood-Horse, were to be 
included in the data published in England.

Records of the older sires. such as Hy- 
perion and Nearco, are incomplete as given 
here, of course. since full data are avail- 
able only for the 12-year period beginning 
with 1948. when the Bloodstock Breeders’ 
Review first reported the number of run- 
ners representing each sire, 

The lifetime record of Hyperion may be 
reported. however. His 859 year-starters 
earned a total of £550.643 in first money 
from 1938 through 1949. The cumula- 
tive index. 4.02. was the highest in Brit- 
ish-Irish racing since Blandford (4.29 for 
174 year-starters). and probably the sec- 
ond-highest since St. Simon (4.75 for 733 
vear-starters). 

Both the annual and cumulative lists of 
leaders reflect a decline in the success of 
a favorite sport on the Continent. that of 
raiding the most important English races 
with horses of established class bred in 
France. and to a lesser degree in Italy. 
Two of the most successful raiders, the 
Marcel Boussac stable in France and Dor- 
mello-Olgiata in Italy. were at a low ebb 
in 1959, like Calumet Farm in the U. S.. 
and the most successful forays were made 
by Prince Aly Khan’s French stable. made 
up mostly of horses bred in Ireland.

KENTUCKY 
Keeneland's Exemption Lost 


In a ruling handed down December 22 
and revealed in Lexington last week. the 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue held 
that Keeneland Association was not quali- 
fied for exemption from Federal income 
tax. Henceforth the Association will be 
subject to a normal tax and surtax of 
52 per cent of its net earnings. with only 
5 per cent of its taxable income deductible 
as charitable contributions. 

The Keeneland Foundation. a non-profit 
corporation organized in 1944 as an 
agency through which the race track dis- 
posed of its profits. probably will be dis- 
solved. The Keeneland and 
its operating company. Keeneland Race 
Course, will continue to function on a 
non-profit basis. “and any income after 
taxes and necessary expenditures for re- 
pairs and improvements will be distri- 
buted to exempt organizations.” 

Keeneland estimated that its contribu- 
tions. which in the last 20 years have 


Association 


amounted to approximately $1.200.000. 
now will be less than $8.000 a year. 
Keeneland Association was organized 


in 1935. when it acquired its present pro- 
perty. from the late John Oliver Keene. 
and it was re-organized in 1940 as a hold- 
ing company. At the same time Keeneland 
Race Course was set up as the operating 
company, leasing the property from the 
association for an annual rental equal to 
85 per cent of the net income. 

Until 1947, all of Keeneland’s net pro- 
fits were distributed to charitable and 


other tax-exempt organizations. but on 
April 4, 1947. the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue advised the Association 
that it could set aside a “reasonable” 
share of its profits for improvement of 
the property without damaging its tax- 
exempt status. and physical improvements 
in the plant in recent years were under- 
taken under the blanket protection of this 
authorization. 

In upsetting Keeneland’s 
status, the commissioner explained that 
his decision was required by the current 
Internal Revenue Code of 1954. Whereas 
the destination of profits formerly deter- 
mined whether a money-making organiza- 
tion could operate tax-free. the determin- 
ing factor now is the source of profits. 


tax-exempt 


He pointed out that Keeneland Associa- 
tion in an 1l-year period from 1947 to 1958 
had collected $1.800.000 on its lease. of 
which $475.000 was paid out in expenses. 
$675.000 for capital improvements and 
debt retirement. and $650,000 to  tax-ex- 
empt organizations. Under the lease ar- 
rangement. the association was operating 
a race track—for all practical purposes 
Keeneland Association and Keeneland 
Race Course were one and the same- 
and this was beyond the scope of the code 
exempting a holding company from taxa- 
tion. 

Under provisions of the Internal Reve- 
nue Code. no organization operated for

Louisville's Race Track 


Within the next few weeks the manage- 
ment of Churchill Downs will present a 
proposal that the City of Louisville pur- 
chase the race track for the financial 
benefit of the University of Louisville. As 
a municipally owned enterprise. the track 
would be exempt from Federal and state 
income taxes. 


Details have not yet been worked out. 
but the plan as now envisioned calls for 
the exchange of the 383.292 shares of 
stock for revenue bonds issued by the city. 
There are about 2.000 stockholders. 
Authorization for the issuance of revenue 
bonds would require an act of the legis- 
lature. 


The city would put the property in the 
hands of a municipal commission. which 
would lease the track to the present 
management. 


The Louisville Courier-Journal estimated 
that the university would receive about 
$200,000 a year until the bonds were paid 
off. about $700.000 a year thereafter. 
From 1950 through 1958 the track’s net 
income ranged between $496.242 in 1957 


and $734.925 in 1954. Income taxes 
usually exceeded net income. Earnings 


per share in 1958 were $1.36: the 
dividend of January. 1959. was $1.30. 


On Wednesday. January 6. while the 
plan was still in a nebulous state, the 
Courier-Journal revealed that local mini- 
sters were organizing to block acquis- 
tion of the track by the city. Principal 
opposition was from the Long Run 
Association of Baptists. the Louisville 
Ministerial Association. and the Louisville 
Baptists Pastors Conference. 


The paper quoted a minister as saying 
the measure would “put the city in the 
gambling business” and make all tax- 
payers a party to operating the business. 
Another said. “I don’t want the university 
involved in wrong identifications. They 
have struggled too long for respectability.”
